The balance of dasa is calculated in the same manner 
as the VimSottari dasa and most pandits agree on this. 


Determine the naksatra and pada where the Moon is 
placed at the time of birth (or query). 


This naksatra pada maps into nine dasa (signs) and 
based on the lapsed portion of the Moon, the starting 
dasa as well as the balance of dasa can be calculated. 


There are some who favor the starting of the dasa from the 
first dasa of the naksatra pada and the portion elapsed would 
proportionately reduce the dasa balance of the first dasa. This 
is not accepted by most pandits. 


For example, Moon in Aquarius 19958'49" is at Satabhisaj naksatra, pada-4. 
The naksatra belongs to the Mrgašira group and the nine dašā for the 
fourth pada are P4-1, P4-2 etc...to P4-9 in slide 10. The dasa for the fourth 
quarter (pada) are Sg Sc Li Vi Le Cn Ge Ta Ar with total dasa years of 100 
years. 


If the entire naksatra pada is equated to 100 years (as is given in Jataka 
Parijata for computing the antardašā), then the starting dasa for the native 
at birth shall be the last in the series (Ar) as the Moon is at the fag end of 
the fourth quarter of the naksatra. This gives the starting dasa as Aries and 
this method is called the ‘Full cycle fraction method’. This is commonly 
accepted by the Pandits in India as it is the pattern of the VimSottari and 
other udu dasa. 


There are some pandits who interpret the param ayus of Parāšara (BPHS) 
and Jataka Parijata to mean the controlling factor of the kalacakra dasa. 
Therefore, they start the Kalacakra dasa with the first dasa of the particular 
naksatra pada of the Moon. In the example, the Moon in quarter-4 of 
Satabhišaj naksatra gives the order Sg Sc Li Vi Le Cn Ge Ta Ar and the 
starting dasa shall be Sagittarius. The balance of Sg dasa is known from the 
fraction of the naksatra pada remaining at birth. This method is called the 
“First dasa fraction method'. Some pandits do not take the trouble of 
calculating the dasa balance and this is no method - it is sheer laziness.

et us examine the options - the dasa progresses to - 


1. Rep bei method: the first dašā of the next 
naksatra pada irrespective of everything like 
Vimšottari dašā. For example if the fourth guarter of 
Satabhišaj is completed then the dašā progresses to the 
first guarter of Pūrva Bhadrapada naksatra. This 
method which is popular in North India completely 
violates the cakra including both savya/apasavya 
order as well as left/right foot showing utter lack of 
understanding of Kālacakra dašā. 


Same naksatra method: the next pada in the same 
naksatra. The method assumes that the four guarters 
of a naksatra are in a cyclic order of 36 dasa which 
must repeat. This method violates the cakra as it is 

ossible that after finishing the last dasa of Aries 
{Satabhisaj Pada-4 Moon) in an Uttara cakra, the dasa 
progresses to another Uttara cakra which is not 
permissible.

3. ^ Naksatra Pada Iteration method: the first dasa in the same 
naksatra pada i.e. the dašās repeat. This method which is popular 
in South India at least respects the savya/apasavya nature ot the 
da$à but violates the cakra. For exoniple after finishing the last 
dasa of Aries (Satabhišaj Pada-4 Moon), the next order of dasa is 
again Sg Sc Li Vi Le Cn Ge Ta Ar. This confirms the us a 
nature of the dasa but violates the cakra as the dasa should have 
progressed from Uttara cakra to Daksina cakra giving the 
subsequent order Sg Cp Aq Pi Ar...etc. 


Chakra continuity method: the next pada in the same group order 
respecting the savya/apasavya and right/left footed nature. This 
is based on the movement of the dasa in the daksina and uttara 
cakra. In simpler words, the two cakra - savya (daksina cakra) 
and apasavya (uttara cakra) are the controlling factors. For 
example, ass, belongs to the apasavya - right footed group. 
Its four guarters follow the three cakra in the order of savya- 
apasavya-savya or daksina — uttara- daksina. The next cakra that 
must follow is uttara and this gives the subseguent order Sg Cp 
Ag Pi Ar...etc. If Satabhišaj belongs to the right foot then the next 
step should be with the left foot. Thus we are left with no other 
option but to choose the Rohini group (apasavya - left foot).

Deha (body) & Jiva (soul) I 


Every naksatra pada has a deha and jiva rasi. Deha 
means body ind the first da$a rāši is supposed to 
signify the deha as per Jaimini's teaching ‘dasasreyo 
deal n savya (zodiacal) kalacakra dasa, the first dasa 
sign o nine dasa in a naksatra pada signifies 
the deha whereas in apasavya (anti-zodiacal) 
kālacakra daśā, the last daśā sign signifies the deha. 


The jīva (considered the seat of the jivatma — soul) is 
determined by the principle of ‘oldest’ just as the body 
(deha) is the ‘youngest’. In carakaraka the planet with 
the highest longitude is the oldest and hence, the 
atmakaraka or soul significator. In savya (zodiacal) 
kalacakra dasa, the last dašā sign among the nine dasa 
in a naksatra pada signifies the jiva whereas in 
apasavya (anti-zodiacal) kalacakra dasa, the first dasa 
sign signifies the jiva . 
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Deha (body) & Jiva (soul) II 


My advise 

1. Consider transits on the kalacakra deha and jīva signs. Malefic 
transits can be bad for health and longevity respectively. 

2.  Jaimini teaches that the dašā sign itself is the deha and shows the 
state of the body at a period of time. If the dasa sign is afflicted 
then the health deteriorates. 

The arudha of the dasa sign is the mana (mind) of the jiva while 
the paka rasi (sign occupied by the dasa sign lord) is the seat of 
intelligence. 
Count from dasa sign to lagna. Count as many signs from lagna. 
The sign arrived at is the bahya rasi. This sign shows the ‘checks 
and balances’ of nature based on argala principle. 
Points to check for determining death inflicting dasa 

+ The deha (body) or jiva (soul/prana) should be afflicted. 


¢ Death can occur in the dasa of the Rudra signs (2/8 house) or the 7th 
house.
